After listening to residents’ 
concern over safety, the Upland City 
Council rejected a proposal Monday 
night to place traffic signals from 
13th to 16th streets on San Antonio 
Avenue. 

Residents told the council both 
kinds of synchronized traffic signals 
discussed for the four intersections 
would speed up traffic along the 
stretch of San Antonio Avenue. 

The intersections now have four - 
way Stop signs. 

Lloyd Hubbs of L.D. King 
Engineering Co., Inc., in Ontario 
said his firm’s study shows about 
10,000 vehicles use San Antonio 
Avenue each day. 

He said one type of traffic signal 
could save motorists $89,982 
annually in fuel, operational and 
delay expenses, while the more 
sophisticated signals could save 
$120,940. Dubbs estimated the cost 
of the signals at $91,000 for the 
simpler version and $113,000 for the 
more sophisticated signals. 

Dubbs said the signals would also 
reduce air pollution, although not 
substantially. 

Bill Reinhold of 1398 N. San 
Antonio Ave. said the signals would 
be unattractive at residential 
intersections and would delay 
traffic leading to more oil on the 
street. 

He said the signals would make 
San Antonio more like busier 
Mountain Avenue. Reinhold added 
that the signals are too expensive. 

Another San Antonio resident, 
Richard Beer challenged whether 


refuses signals 


the L.D. King study met state 
criteria for showing need for traffic 
signals. 

He said, “I propose the whole 
thing be shelved. I think Mountain 
Avenue and Euclid (Avenue) have 
become race tracks and I think San 
Antonio would also.” 

Charles Sihler of 1594 San Antonio 
Ave. pointed out many children play 
near San Antonio Avenue and 
sometimes venture into the street. 

He said if signals are set for 30 - 
m.p.h. traffic’? you can make 60” 
and that some motorists would try. 

He said dips on 16th Street at San 
Antonio Avenue pose a hazard and 
that some drivers who have not 
slowed for the dips have lost control 
of their cars. 

He suggested the city install 
blinking red lights at the 
intersection to ensure that drivers 
know they are approaching a stop 
sign. 

While the council rejected traffic 
signals for the four intersections, 
Mayor George Gibson told the 
residents San Antonio is becoming 
more congested as Upland grows 
and further traffic controls may be 
needed in the future. 

He said the city has received 
complaints from drivers about the 
amount of time required to travel 
north - south on San Antonio. 

In other action, the council 
delayed 
development fees to help finance 
new storm drains in the city. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
outlined a proposal to set up 13 
storm drain areas where fees

mm for San Antonio Ave. 


ranging from $800 - $1,540 per acre 
would be charged for new single - 
family developments. 

He said the fees could raise $2.5 
million toward Upland’s $14 million 
storm drain needs, but noted the 
council could adjust the fees. 

Harry Crowell, president of the 
Upland Chamber of Commerce, 
called the proposed fees 
‘whimsical,’ noting they would 
raise only one - seventh the total 
needed. 


Blanchard said alternative fees 
outlined by the chamber would raise 
about one - third the amount 
generated by the staff proposal. He 
stressed the importance of seed 
money to get matching funds from 
the San Bernardino County Flood 
Control District. 


The city engineer said the flood - 
control district would probably pay 
most of the $3 million cost of a 
major east - west drain near Ninth 
Street. 


Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy 
cautioned that the Ninth Street 
drain has not been accepted as a 
project yet by the district. 

Gibson reported Dr. Robert 
Bonde, chairman of the Upland 
Architectural Commission, has 
resigned. 


At the Nov. 21 council meeting, 
Gibson said Bonde had submitted a 
letter of resignation but had 
reconsidered. Bonde confirmed that 
he gave thought to staying on the 
commission before making his 
resignation final. 


Wingovers compete in aerial dogfights

Members of a model plane club in 
Upland have found some of the 
thrills of an aerial dogfight without 
having to strap on a parachute. 
About 20 men and 10 youths in the 
Wingovers build and modify their 
own planes, which they fly against 
opponents in competition. 


Bob Autry, organizer of the club, 
explained that the engine - powered 
models reach speeds of up to 130 
mph in combat flying. Competitors 
guide their planes’ course with two 
hand - held control wires, he added. 

While model aeronautics includes 
a variety of planes - from stunt 
models to high - speed ‘‘jets’ — 
Autry said the Upland club concen- 
trates on combat flying, which 
Wingovers’ members find 

In combat flying, two competitors 
stand in a five - foot - diameter cir- 
cle while guiding their planes in an 
attempt to score points by cutting a 
10 - foot crepe ribbon trailing the 
other’s craft. 

The ribbon is attached to the tail 
of the plane with a four - foot string. 
Once a combat flier cuts opponent’s 
string, the match is over. 

Autry said the cut string con- 
Stitutes a ‘‘kill.”’ 

The Upland resident finished the 
1977 season as the top - ranked com- 
petitor for an event called ‘‘slow 
combat” in an organization cover- 
ing most of California. 

He explained that slow - combat 
planes travel at about 90 mph, or 
some 30 mph less than most planes 
in fast combat.” 

Autry finished fourth in slow com- 
bat during the 51st National Cham- 
pionships of the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics held in August at March 
Air Force Base. 

At the national championships, 
Greg Heer, 14, and Jeff Peitz, 17, 
both of Upland, took firsts in their 
age divisions.

Richard Glover, owner of the shop, 
was ranked third behind Autry and 
Peltz for slow combat by the 
organization encompassing most of 
the state. Heer was ranked ninth. 


Autry said 70,000 people 
nationwide compete in some form of 
model aeronautics. While generally 
reguarded as a hobby, model 
aeronautics — particularly combat 
flying — should be considered a 
sport, he contended. 

“T’ve been in every activity there 
is — auto racing, you name it, I’ve 
been in it. Nothing requires as much 
concentration as this does,” Autry 
said. 


Isabelle Peltz, Jeff's mother, 
compared model aeronautics to auto 
racing because of the planes’ speed 
and the important role played by pit 
crews. 

Her husband, Ed, who does not 
compete but follows the club’s 
meets closely, said inexperienced 
fliers can have trouble with physical 
activity during matches lasting up 
to five minutes.

“Now, the average person would 
fall flat on his face after three turns. 
He'd be dizzy,” the older Peltz ex- 
plained. 

Autry added that experienced 
competitors in combat flying 
seldom make complete turns in the 
circle while guiding their planes on 
about 60 feet of wire. 

Loops, figure eights and a variety 
of other maneuvers are common 
moves for the combat flier, he said. 

Autry said typical strategy calls 
for one competitor to guide his craft 
through maneuvers duplicating 
those of the opponent’s until the 
propeller or some other part of 
plane clips the string or ribbon of 
the plane being trailed. 

‘“‘You’re looking for an advantage, 
the opponent’s weakness. When you 
find it, you pounce all over him,” 
according to Autry. 

He added that some of the “‘poun- 
cing”’ is almost literal because a lot 
of pushing goes on inside the small 
ring. 

The Wingovers ‘“‘pit’’ for each 
other. Autry explained the pit role 
is important since competitors are 
awarded points for each second

Autry said the emphasis is strictly 
on performance 


Inevitably, many dogfights end in 
midair collisions. Autry estimated 
that lanes collide in one of every 
four matches. 


He said, ‘‘The idea’s not hitting 
the plane. The airplane is easy to 
hit. Hitting the string without 
destroying your plane, that’s the 
hard part.” 


“It’s not a kamikaze sport — it 
just looks that way,” he added. 

Ed Peltz said, ‘‘The main thing is 
that you salvage the motor.” 


While the plane’s body costs about 
$5 to build from scratch, Autry said, 
the engines can cost up to $50. He 
noted that the engines are generally 
reusable after a crash.

County board of supervisors 
drops refuse control ordinance

An ordinance that would have im- 
posed additional controls on the 
collection of refuse, and particular- 
ly toxic wastes, was shelved Mon- 
day by the county board of surer- 
visors. 

“This is Big Brother with a 
capital B,’’ Supervisor James L. 
Mayfield complained. “If we can’t 
control illegal dumping by the pre- 
sent ordinance, what makes us think 
we can do it by passing another or- 
dinance?”’ 

The proposed ordinance was 
drafted by the county’s En- 
vironmental Health Services 
Department in an effort to control 
the dumping of grease, oil and other 
toxic and infectious material at 
county disposal sites. 


‘“‘Certain commercial waste. 


haulers ... are not under sur- 
veillance to assure public health 
protection and nuisance control,” 
Richard L. Roberts, the 
department’s director, told the 
supervisors. 

Furthermore, the ordinance 
would have allowed the department

Kamansky suggested such an or- 
dinance should apply only to the 
heavily populated valley area of the 
county, where health considerations 
are likely to be more important, and 
that separate provisions should be 
made for the mountain and desert 
areas. 

Chairman Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino said that as proposed, the or- 
dinance may be too stringent, even

with the exemptions it provides for 
certain categories of refuse collec- 
tors, including individuals and small 
businesses. 

“But I can see where this is 
needed,’’ Townsend said in noting 
the additional controls over toxic 
and infectious wastes. 


As for the extra staff that might 
have to be hired to provide more 
stringent inspection, Townsend said, 
“That opens a can of worms.” 

But Townsend said if additional 
staff is to be considered, it should be 
done well before the supervisors 
look at next year’s budget for the 
Department of Environmental 
Health Services. 


Townsend complained about how 
unsecured trucks are dropping some 
of their trash onto the streets of 
neighborhoods, leaving unsightly 
trails.

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Citizens plan measure

A citizens’ group has decided to 
press for a ballot measure that 
would allow voters to decide pay in- 
creases for all elected county of- 
ficials, including county super- 
visors. 

The citizens’ group hopes the 
measure, which would amend the 
county charter, can qualify for the 
Nov. 7, 1978, ballot. 

At a weekend meeting in 
Montclair, the group, Concerned 
Citizens of San Bernardino County, 
decided it will start next month to 
gather the signatures of 25,000 
registered voters in an effort to put 
the measure on the ballot. 

“If we can’t do that, we can’t par- 
ticipate in our own government,” 
Jim Schlahta, a San Bernardino 
teacher and leader of the group, 
declared. 

To qualify for the ballot, the 
meast re will require the signatures 
of 17,479 registered voters, or 10 per- 
cent of the number of votes cast in 
San Bernardino County in the most 
recent election for governor (1974). 

The group, which helped force 
county supervisors to back down 
from a pay increase of nearly 40 per- 
cent they voted themselves last 
year, apparently is counting on two 
points to persuade voters to pass the 
measure: 

— That more than a year after the 
supervisors unsuccessfully 
attempted to raise their salaries 
from $21,612 to $30,178, the super- 
visors still haven’t decided upon a 
solution to the issue of how their 
salaries should be set. 

— That public disenchantment 
with government, and particularly 
che salaries and expense allowances 
»f public officials, continues to run 
strong among voters. 

After last year’s controversy, the 
supervisors settled for a pay in- 
crease of only five percent, to $22,- 
692, plus fees. Earlier this year, that 
was raised by eight percent, to the

A month ago, the supervisors 
refused to put on the June 6, 1978, 
ballot a measure that would allow 
the voters to decide whether super- 
visors’ salaries should be increased. 

“This will put the salary-setting 
power where it belongs — in the 
hands of the people,’ Peter Faust, 
local coordinator for the citizens’ 
group campaign, said. 

Unlike the ballot measure the 
supervisors considered last month, 
the proposal by the citizens’ group 
would include the county’s seven 
elected department heads. 

The department heads — the dis- 
trict attorney, sheriff, auditor - con- 
troller, assessor, coroner, county 
clerk and treasurer-tax collector — 
are being paid from $45,099 (the dis- 
trict attorney’s salary) to $32,139 
(the treasurer’s salary). 

Some members of the citizens’ 
group hope to include the salaries of 
the county’s 14 Municipal Court 
judges and 17 Superior Court judges 
as part of the county charter amend- 
ment, but this appears to be preclud- 
ed by state law. 

Although the county’s voters elect 
those judges and the county finances 
operations of those courts, the

judges are considered state officers 
and their salaries are determined by 
the state legislature.

The citizens’ group has apparently 
decided to press the issue of of- 
ficials’ salaries by itself, without 
the help of the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Taxpayers’ Association 


Both had offered proposals to 
resolve the year-old controversy, 
and a modified version that was be- 
ing considered would have allowed 
county supervisors to vote 
themselves. only modest pay. im- 
creases — five percent or less an- 
nually, depending on the year’s rise 
in the Consumer Price Index. 


Larger pay raises would have 
been permitted every third year, but 
only after a grand jury review and 
voter approval. 


The citizens’ group hopes to make 
the salary proposal an issue in next 
year’s campaign, when the West 
End’s two county supervisors — 
Chairman Robert O. Townsend of 
Chino and Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland — are up for election. 


Chaffey to offer legal counseling

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The trustee called for a unified purchasing program 
whereby districts would save money by buying in large 
quantities. 

Anderson’s plan was greeted with enthusiasm by some 
members of the county Committee on School District 
Organization, which sends five representatives to sit on 
the ad hoc subcommittee along with a trustee from each 
of the Chaffey area’s 10 school boards. 

Bert Francis, chairman of the subcommittee, said he 
would like to see trustees take Anderson’s plan back to 
their boards although the subject was actually not an 
appropriate matter for the subcommittee to be studying. 

The purpose of the series of meetings by the 
subcommittee, Francis explained, is to decide whether 
any changes are needed in the county master plan which 
calls for one unified school district within the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District. 

The current master plan written during the 1973-74 
school year, calls for action, but West End voters have 
turned down such a proposal at the polls on three 
previous occasions. 

Rumblings about the possibility of a new unification 
move have been filtering through the West End during 
the past few weeks, but no organized movement was 
apparent at the meeting. 

In fact, only two of the seven West End districts 
represented at the session were in favor of some type of 
unification. Trustees from the Ontario-Montclair School 
District and the Central School District said their boards 
would support unification. 

Two other West End districts — Mt. Baldy and 
Mountain View — were emphatically opposed to any 
unification plan, while three districts — Upland, 
Etiwanda and Cucamonga — reported their boards were 


undecided on the question and were in no hurry to unify. - 


One of the key districts in any unification move, the 
Chaffey Joint Union High School District, failed to send a 
representative to the meeting. Alta Loma and Guasti 
school districts also were not represented. 

Several trustees complained unification would take 
away local control of their schools and said any such 
move would have to guarantee the election of a new 
school board by districts. 

“Three of our four board members are for unification 
of the Rancho Cucamonga area,” explained Central 
School District Trustee Pamela Wright. “But a 
unification plan would have to include representative 
election of the governing board.”’ 

Mt. Baldy and Mountain View want no part of 
unification and are satisfied with the current makeup of 
the small districts. 

“We are closed minded,’ said Jean Reichmann, a 
trustee from the Mt. Baldy district. “‘We are a small 
community and we still want to be left alone. Our people 
now have control over their schools.” 

Mountain View Trustee Ron Thomas was equally vocal 
about his board’s opposition. ‘Our small district is 
growing fast and we are opposed to any type of 
unification. Our board likes to run the district ourself.” 

The Ontario-Montclair School District, strong 
supporters of a unification move which failed last year, 
made little comment during the meeting. 

Ontario-Montclair Trustee William E. Hennie, a new 
member of the district’s governing board, said only that 
his board favors unification by a 3-2 majority. 

Dortha Cooley, a representative on the subcommittee 
from the county Committee on School District 
Organization, explained her group would have to 
carefully consider racial balance in any unification plan. 

She said the state will watch to insure that the area 
does not cause segregation to exist through unification. 

Meanwhile, several trustees noted their board’s 
decision on unification may hinge on a bond issue for a 
new high school in the Alta Loma area. The Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District trustees are expected to 
decide Monday whether to place that issue on the March 
ballot. 

The subcommittee has agreed to wait until late March 
to meet again. That meeting will be held March 29, 7:30 
p.m., in the Ontario Chamber of Commerce, 123 W. DSt., 
Ontario.

Project ok’d 
to aid elderly 


By Terry Goggin 

A recent newspaper 
article told of an elderly 
woman living alone — no 
friends or family to visit 
her — who lay dead three 
weeks in her apartment 
before anyone even noticed 
something was wrong 

This story illustrates an 
important point — there's 
something wrong with a 
system that so isolates its 
elderly population 

Currently, one out of 
every 10 American Is over 
65. In 35 years, the over-65 
population will include one 
out of five. Right now, 
California leads the nation 
with a senior population of 
over two million 

The tragedy that is 
occurring throughout the 
nation is that older people 
in our communities are 
being shoved out of the 
mainstream. There are far 
too many people locked 
away in nursing homes who 
really don’t need to be 
there 

While California is by no 
means the greatest 
neglector, our delivery of 
services to the elderly if far 
from ideal. We have a 
system which has no 
continuity. There are 
conflicting state and federal 
regulations that obstruct 
integration of services: 
there are overlapping 
services in some areas, and 
underserving in others 

The legislature took 
action this year which could 
result in the complete 
transformation and 
upgrading of this delivery 
system. By sending 
Governor Jerry Brown 
Assembly Bill 998 by 
Assembly Speaker Leo T 
MeCarthy (D-San 
Francisco), we have set the 
stage to start exploring 
working models proposed 
by. private and public 
sources. 

Using the $900,000 set 
aside for this purpose, the 
state Health and Welfare 
Agency will finance multi- 
purpose senior services 
pilot projects to help older 
persons maintain a level of 
independent living that 
meets their individual 
needs. The key elements 
are: accessibility of 
services; case monitoring; 
setvices based on 







appropriate need; and cost- 
effectiveness 

These projects will be 
tested to develop an 
integrated system of social 
and health services delivery 
designed for older people 


The services will run the 
full gamut of needs — 
recreation, education, 
senior centers, information 


and referral, 
transportation, income 
maintenance counseling, 


housing, volunteer 
programs, employment, ; 
legal aid, home repair, 
escort services, telephone 
counseling, health and 
psychological screening, 
nutrition, home health, 


homemaker chore, adult 
day health care, night 
services, intermediate 
care, skilled nursing, and 
hospital care 

The legislature will 
receive two program 
evaluations — one by April, 
1979, and the other by April, 
1980. The reports will 
indicate the effectiveness 
and efficiency of each 
project in identifying the 
health and social needs of 
older persons. and 
coordinating available 
services required to meet 
those needs

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students were asked to help 
deliver the mail ... Several 
thousand students also were 
used to establish and 
maintain day - care centers 
.. Each student was also 
assigned to meet with two 
elementary school students 
on Tuesday and Thursday 
afternoons to teach them to 
read, to write, and to do 
arithmetic...” 

Postman concluded in his 
fantasy: ‘‘They lived, each 
day, their social studies and 
geography and 
communication and biology 
and many other things that 
decent and proper people 
know about, including the 
belief that everyone must 
share equally in creating a 
livable city.” 

Postman’s dream is @ 
beautiful one, but none of 
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the activities he mentions is 
open to teenagers. There 
are legal and union 
restrictions against using 
them to sweep the streets, 
to can the garbage, to plant 
trees, to paint the subway 
stations, to deliver the 
mail, to help the police 
force direct traffic. 

All these things need to be 
done. They are capable of 
being done by teenagers, 
but there are laws against 
their participation in the 
work of society. 

Every kind of work is 
categorized under elaborate 
structures of job eligibility 
to exclude the young. No 
matter how eager 
educators of parents or 
children are for these 
maturing experiences, 
there is not a chance for 
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young people to work in any 
of the ways that Postman 
suggests. 

What happens if socially 
acceptable real - life 
activities are denied to the 
young by protracted 
schooling and forced 


idleness? Boys are 
compelled by inner 
necessity to iliegal 


activities, whether car 
theft, gang wars, or 
experiments with drugs, 
while teenage girls get 
pregnant at a record rate. 

So, Postman’s beautiful 
dream remains just that — 
until the grown-ups wake up 
and do something to change 
the rules.

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Churches raise funds for seniors 


United Methodists in four 
states have started an 
emergency relief fund to 
help an estimated 350 senior 
citizens who face possible 
eviction from church 
related retirement homes. 
The campaign is in 
response to statements. by 
Richard Matthews, court - 
appointed receiver for the 
financially troubled Pacific 
Homes. 


Matthews notified 
residents last week that 
their rents would increase 
from a range of 0$400 per 
month to new levels of $340 - 
$900. In a letter to residents 
Matthews explained that 
the homes had been ex- 
periencing deficits for some 
time and that all other 
sources of funding the 
deficit have ceased. He 
further stated, ‘‘Occupants 
will be permitted to occupy 
their existing accom- 
modations only so long as 


The church had offered to 
raise another $7.8 million if 
a Pacific Homes - backed 
plan of reorganization could 
secure approval by Dec. 1. 

Ninety-one percent of 
voting residents approved 
the plan, but complaints by 
150 of the 1,846 residents 
were sufficient to block its 
adoption. 

Pacific Homes is current- 
ly seeking to reorganize its 
operations in bankruptcy 
proceedings and is now un- 
der the supervision of the 
Federal District Court in 
Los Angeles. 

In announcing the 
emergency appeal, Bishop 
Charles Golden stated that 
the church was not acting 
out of legal obligation but 
out of Christian conviction. 

He said, ‘‘This crisis has 
left in its wake many tragic 
effects which must be ad- 
dressed. Not the least 
among these is the inability 
of some residents to meet

Carolyn Stahl of La Verne, who has been the chaplain 
at a midwest College and director of spiritual growth 
programs at the School of Theology at Claremont, has 
produced a book on scripture-centered, guided-imagery 
meditation.

Because these 
lights get quite hot, put 
them where children won’t 
touch them. 

— Plastic trees should be 
made of fire - resistant 
material and kept away 
from heat sources. 

— Use only lights with the 
UL “Tabel, of the 
Underwriter’s Laboratory ; 
they have been checked for 
safety. 


Conservation important 
for holiday decorations

With the holidays only a 
few short weeks away, this 
is the time to make plans 
for conserving energy 
during the busy season. 

For decorative lighting 
this year, we suggest using 
the smallest watt bulbs 
available. ‘‘Midget lights,”’ 
for example, use less than 
one - tenth the energy 
consumed by conventional 
lights. 

Try to limit the hours you 
have the lights on. A timer 
can turn the lights off 
automatically when they 
are no longer needed. Bulb 


strings which blink on and 
off also cut down on the 
electricity used. 

To make available light 
go even farther, 
particularly indoors, use 
plenty of tinsel, foil and 
glass decorations. For 
added savings, and to 
emphasize your yule lights, 
turn off other lights in the 
home. 

The Christmas season 
also offers an opportunity to 
encourage our friends to 
conserve through the gifts 
we give. 

You might consider such 
gifts as automatic timers, 
fluorescent light kits for 
table lamps, and special 
shower heads to save hot 
water. 


If you are purchasing an 
appliance as a gift, select 
one which will help 
conserve electric energy. 

Several ‘‘how - to - do - it”’ 
books are also on the store 
shelves, offering 
instructions for 
conservation improvements 
in a home. 


During the holidays, 
energy consumption tends 
to rise due to increased 
activities at night. At this 
time of the year, people 
generally stay up later, use 
more energy in cooking 
special treats, and make 
more use of appliances and 
entertainment equipment. 


Enjoy the holidays, but 
keep conservation in mind. 


— Check lights each year 
for frayed wires and loose 
connections. 

— Light bulbs should not 
touch needles, branches, 
curtains or other 
flammable materials. 

— Before going to bed or 
leaving your home, unplug 
tree lights from the wall 
outlet. 

— Never use wax candles 
on a tree or near it. 

— Outside tree or house - 
decoration lights should be 
weatherproof and 
designated for outdoor use. 

— All Christmas 
decorations should be non- 
combustible or flame - 
resistant. 

— Keep mistletoe and 
holly berries out of the 
reach of children; they can 
be poisonous if more than a 
few are eaten.

Sciatica: a pain 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

Sciatica is not a specific 
disease but a term 
describing a pain extending 
down the back of the thigh 
and leg and, sometimes, 
into the foot. 

The path which this pain 
takes generally follows the 
course of the sciatic nerve, 
but the pain of sciatica may 
be caused by a variety of 
disorders — not all of them 
necessarily associated with 
the sciatic nerve. 

In the natural process of 
getting older, changes takes 
place in the discs in the 
lower spine. The disc ages, 
may narrow, and spurs may 
develop where the disc joins 
the vertebra. This condition 
may cause pain to radiate 
down the thigh and leg — 
sometimes because the 
roots of the sciatic nerve 
are under pressure. 


Radiating pain from the 
back down the thigh and leg 
can also occur if one or

Less frequent is the type 
of back disorder in which 
one or more roots forming 
the sciatic nerve are 
damaged directly. This can 
occur when a disc between 
one of the lower vertebrae 
protrudes and compresses a 
root of the sciatic nerve. 
This causes severe pain, not 
at the point where the nerve 
root is involved but where 
the nerve ends, along the 
thigh, leg and foot. When 
sciatica is caused by this 
type of disc disorder there 
may be partial paralysis of 
muscles and numbness and 
tingling in some areas of 
the foot or leg.

In rare cases the sciatic 
pain can be traced to a 
tumor of the spine, which 
may be cancerous. In other 
cases the pain is caused by 
an inflammation of the 
sciatic nerve itself — a 
complication which 
sometimes is associated 
with diabetes or 
alcoholism. 


Most cases of sciatic pain 
do not require surgery. The 
treatment will depend on 
the actual cause of the pain. 

Often, relief can be 
obtained by bed rest, 
various forms of heat, and 
sedatives to help the patient 
and the muscles to relax.

Sometimes traction, pulling 
on one or both legs or on the 
entire pelvic area, is 
helpful. Some patients are 
prescribed a supportive 
corset, brace or plaster 
cast. Pain sometimes is 
relieved by injection of 
medication into the lower 
part of the back where the 
tenderness may be 
particularly pronounced or 
into the disc itself. 


When sciatica is caused 
by a ruptured disc the 
pressure on the nerve root 
is extreme and persistent. 
It may be necessary to 
remove a portion of the disc 
by an operation called a 
laminectomy. 


Although most cases of 
sciatica run their course 
and eventually clear up, if 
symptoms persist you 
should check with your 
doctor to find the cause. 
Your doctor can help 
relieve your pain as well as 
treat the underlying 
disorder.

Break dog of barking

Doubtless you've heard 
the expression ‘‘his bark is 
worse than his bite.’’ For 
someone spending a 
sleepless night listening toa 
neighbor’s dog howling, I’m 
sure nothing could be truer. 

Barking is a dog’s normal 
response to a variety of cir- 
cumstances. How long or 
how vigorously a particular 
dog will bark depends on the 
situation and the dog’s 
breeding. 

Terriers or crossbred 
terriers, for example, are 
generally nervous, rather 
high strung and full of 
energy. They may work off 
excess energy by barking, 
especially if they don’t

receive enough exercise. 
Other breeds like the 
Norwegian elkhound, bred 
years ago to protect herds 
and property, bark to de- 
fend their homes from in- 
truders, including birds, 
squirrels and the like. 


Boredom is the main 
reason for long periods of 
senseless barking. A dog 
left alone indoors for hours 
at a time has little to do and 
will bark in the hope of at- 
tracting attention and com- 
panionship. It can respond 
to the telepkone or the 
sound of people in an apart- 
ment hallway with an hour 
or more of nonstop noise. 


Even more annoying is 
the night barker. This dog 
usually has slept all day and 
has excessive energy left 
over at bedtime. In such

cases, a hard run at night- 
fall may help the dog 
become tired enough to 
sleep. 


Anything you can do to 
provide some distraction 
while you’re away for long 
periods can help control a 
barking dog. Some pets res- 
pond to a few new toys. 
Others are comforted by 
the sound of the television. 


A major part of the solu- 
tion is to let your dog know 
that it cannot bark in- 
discriminately and get 
away with it. “Informing” 
your dog will require time 
and effort on your part. 


The next time your dog 
begins to bark at the wrong 
time, reprimand it with a 
firm, loud ‘“‘NO!"’ Clap a 
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December 8, 1977 


folded newspaper against 
the hind quarters to im- 
press your order. 

Then leave the area so 
that the pet cannot see you. 
Stay within earshot, and 
return quickly with a sharp 
reprimand if it begins to 
bark. Each time stay away 
for a longer period of time, 
but always return to scold 
the dog at the sound of bark- 
ing. 


You may have to enlist 
the help of several friends, 


but the idea that you are un- 


happy with the barking 
must be reinforced for 
several days. I you stop too 
soon, your dog will resume 
the old habit. 


For additional ideas on 
what to do about a stubborn 
barking problem, discuss 
the situation with your 
veterinarian. Neutering an 
adult male dog will reduce 
barking. The veterinarian 
can also tell you about other 
alterantives, such as a muz- 
zle for the dog.

How To Select Plums 
plums that are full-colored 
for their variety. Check for 
ripeness by lightly pressing 
on tip end of the plum; if 
it’s slightly soft, it’s ripe. If 
not, a day or two at room 
temperature will ripen

plums. But, watch 
carefully, few fruits turn 
from ripe to over-ripe as 
quickly as fresh plums. 
Refrigerate ripe plums so 
they’ll stay fresh for about 3 
to 5 days. 

Fresh Plum Crumble 

Fill a 8 or 9-inch square 
baking dish with fresh 
California plum slices 
tossed with sugar and a 
favorite spice (cinnamon, 
allspice, cloves, nutmeg). 
Sprinkle generously with 
crumb topping made by 
combining one cup sugar, %4 
cup flour, 1/3 cup butter and 
dash salt. Bake at 375 
degrees about 30 to 40 
minutes or until topping is 
golden and fruit is tender. 
Serve warm with cream or 
vanilla ice cream. 





Jam Plums 

Fresh California plum 
jam has a sparkling flavor 
and color to match. Just 
follow recipe instructions 
on a package of powdered 
or liquid fruit pectin for 
correct proportions of sugar 
and plums, adding your own 
combination of spice — 
cinnamon, allspice, cloves, 
etc. Ladle hot jam mixture 
into hot sterilized jars; seal 
and store in cool place. Use 
as a filling for the 
indention of traditional 
thumbprint cookies; over 
French toast or waffles, 
spread between layers of 
liqueur-soaked sponge 
cake; or warm and drizzle 
over scoops of French 
i ice cream for a 
spicy fresh fruit sundae.
